iced to confess (hat .Arnold would be a valua- 
able acq'iisilioii fur the cburoli, aud lliut his 
nioral eharnctcr was withniit stain.

Ics uretbicHliuii and authority, nfintcre.st and 
example, ami rise in solitary majesty; » s.oeci- 
nien of individual independence of (hoiiglii;

In 
an iiiterv iew at Viterbo, Adrian represented 
to Frederick the nropriety of crtislikig the diur- 
iiig lierelie. This fixed li'u fate, and Ar¬ 
nold was burnt alive in the presence of the 
fickle and uiigraleful people whom he bad 
sought lo elevate to the nignity of freedom

1st. the milk-house or dairy should have no 
iiitcrnal conimnnieatioii with any other build¬ 
ing.

Hiia applies 
to curers who are tbe producers of the butter; 
but as the greatest quantity of butter in this 
county is collected and cured by merchants 
they are particularly cautioned against the too 
common practice of throwing the fresh butter 
together, and retaining it in that state for days, 
until they have collected what they consider a 
sufficient quantity to commence curing; the 
butter treated in that manner is invariably 
found inferior to what is salted shortly after 
churning. Should, however, (here not be a 
sufficient quantity collected in one day to fill 
a package when cured, the quality uf the but¬ 
ler may in a great measure be preserved by 
giving it a partial salting, and covering it over 
with a clean linen cloth, di|ipcd in pickle, and 
placing it in a cool situation. Country deal¬ 
ers who are in the habit of sending carts I iirough 
the Districts where they reside, to collect tiie 
butter, should endeavour to arrange it so be¬ 
tween themselves and the makers of the but¬ 
ter, that it is cliunieil upon the day it is culled 
for. 

7lh. When the butler is cured, it should be 
tramped firm into the firkin with a round, 
wooden tramp-stick, of suflirient weight and 
tliickiiess. I'lie firkin should be filled up lo 
the crose, nnd then covered over with a little 
of the purest salt—sufficient room merely left 
for the head of (be cask, and must be well se¬ 
cured, to exclude air and to prevent the pic¬ 
kle from getting out. 

Sffi. The Liverpool Stoved Salt, or Portu¬ 
gal Sh Ubes, or Buy Salt, is from strength and 
quality, always tu be preferred. All Salt must 
he kept quite dry, and at a distance from fire, 
to prevent the first imbibing the smell of tbe 
smoke. If kept in a cask, it little unalacked 
lime placed under it will prevent it from draw¬ 
ing moisture from the ground. 

9th. The mixing of the Salt with the butter 
should lie done in wooden dishes, after the wa¬ 
ter and milk are coiiinletely expelled, and no 
time should then be lost in tramping it into 
(he firkin which will make it draw even and 
firm. 

lOth. The milk of new colveil cows should 
never to set for butter iiptil at least four days 
after calving, as a small quantity of beast-milk 
butter wiU injure a whole firkin. The prac¬ 
tice of scalding cream in cold weather should 
also bo avoidod, as cream thus treated will ne¬ 
ver make good butter. 

11th. Great care should be taken not to steep 
' the firkins in boggy or unwholesome water. 
Nothing hut (lie purest spring or clear running 
water sTiould be used for tliat pur|>ose; and tho 
firkins should to rendered perfectly dry inside 
after being steeped, either by long driving, 
or being rubbed by a smooth towel.—Ofu hut- 
tor siiould never be mixed with new; and the lin¬ 
ing of the casks with inferior sorts, or Grease 
butter, is a practice which cannot to too much 
reprobated. 

I 21 I 1 . The casks ought to be made of the 
best oak or ash, (the former to to preferred,) 
and the largest size should not exceed 81 lb. 
gross, (hut being the sir.e used in Ireland, and 
most convenient and saleable in the London 
market. The casks should be tight and well 
hooped.

Under these cirrum- 
stances, will not the Jeffersonians lay aside ail 
sectional and personal conaiderations, and ral¬ 
ly round (he standard of tbe pieaent adminis¬ 
tration? The subject of tho Maysville and 
Lexington Road Bdl has been harped upon to 
render the President unpopular, but the people 
in their decision will recollect the principles of 
the two parties are here involved.

mical Governmeot—oppoeed to standing ar¬ 
mies, paper systeiM, war, and all connexion 
other than commerce with any foreign nation; 
in short, a majority firm in all those principles 
w hich we have espoused and tbe Federalists 
have opimsed unilorroly; still, suouldthe body 
ofNew England continue in opposition to these 
principles of good, either knowingly or through 
delusion, our Govermnent will to a very un¬ 
easy one. It can never be bunaonious and 
^lid, while so respeelable a portion of its cit¬ 
izens support principles which go direcUy to a 
change el the Federal Constitution, to sink tbe 
Slate Governments, consolidate (hem into one. 
and to MUN.iKoiiisK that. Our country is too 
large^ to have all its ufl'uirs directed by a sin¬ 
gle Government. Tublio servants, at such a 
distance, and front under tho eye of their con¬ 
stituents, must, from the circumstance of dis¬ 
tance, bo unable to udminbter and overlook 
all the details necessary for (he good govern- 
iiK-n(ofiliKcilizeiis; and the same circumstance, 
by rendering detection iitqiossiblc to their cou- 
siituents, will invite (lie public agents to cor- 
rupiiun, plunder, and waste. And 1 do Verily 
believe, that, if tho principle were to prevail, 
of a cumniuii Ipw toing in foreo in the United 
Mlates, (which prinomTe possesses at oitcct the 
gciicrul good of all the |)uwers of the Skate 
Govoruiiients and reduces ug to a single coit- 
solidalod govermiiontj it w^uld tocurao ibe 
must corru|il guvernineut on the earth.

Deafli if GtiseralSuers .—The lettersreeeired 
at New York by the brig Montilla, from Car- 
thagena, state mat Gen. Ahtohio Jobe de Sc 
cre had been assassinated while on his way to 
Pasto. Of this distinguished man, the New 
York Journal of Commerce gives the follow¬ 
ing biographical sketch':— 

“Next to Bolivar, G^n. Sucre is the great¬ 
est benefactor of South America. He was 
born at Cumana, in Venezuela, in 1793; con¬ 
sequently, was 37 yean did at the time of bis 
death, ile wras educated at Caracas, and en¬ 
tered the army in 1811. From 1814 to 1817 
he served in the staff. He commanded tlie 
patriot forces at the battle of Pinebineba, on 
tlie 21th May, 1832, when 500 Spaniards weic 
left dead on the field, and tbe remainder, con¬ 
sisting of about 8000 men, capitulated. By 
this event, the independence of Columbia was 
finally secured. In June, 1833, he was elect¬ 
ed Commander-in-Chief of the patriot forees 
in Peru, on the approach of a powerful fin¬ 
ish army, and soon after was invested with the 
supreme command. On the 9th December, 
1824, he gained the battle of Ayacucho, the 
most brilliant ever fought in South America, 
in which 1100 royalists were killod, 700 wound 
ed, and 3784 taken, including 16 Generals, IC 
Colonels, 68 Lieut. Colonels, and 484 officers 
of lower grades. This secured tlie indepen¬ 
dence of Peru. 

He afterivards liberated the provinces uf 
Bolivia, became supreme chief, and wu final¬ 
ly appointed by the Congress of that Rcpnhliv, 
President for life. He was fint Presiuent of 
the late Constituent Congress at Bogota,— 
was delegated by that body u one of the Com¬ 
missioners to propose friendly terms with Ven¬ 
ezuela; and when this mission had proved un¬ 
successful, and (he CongrcM had closed itsda--. 
hors, he proceeded to the Southern Demrl- 
ments to appease certain disturtencm which 
bad arisen under General Flores.—There, it 
would seem, he has met an untimely fate. His 
stature was rather below Ibe middle size, biz 
countenance sprightly, and bis manner refined 
and pleasing.”

Sis are chaplains in 
the service of the United States, or in some 
co^rzte establishment Seventy-three arc 
Principals of Academic Seminaries of learn¬ 
ing. And besides those engaged as Princi¬ 
pals, many others are engaged in teaching a

Tbe public alluntiun has been justly 
directed to otlier subjects of general improve¬ 
ment, but we believe nn adequate effort has 
yet been made to awaken and direct the pub¬ 
lic mind to the prevention of tlie evils dc|)end 
ant upon Malaria, although it is well known 
to ineiVical men to ho extending its influence, 
and threatening to dr|rapnlatc some uf the fi¬ 
nest sections of this country, as it htw already 
deiwpidated some of the foircst portions of the 
old world.

cot of the peasant, was heard the voice of la¬ 
mentation and weeping--thc wail of deep dis¬ 
tress—the groan ol bodily sufl'uring.

foul"—the hurried burial—these are the stem, 
substantial, hideous ills of human life, which 
have nothing of tlie soothing pensivencss—no¬ 
thing of the conscciating tenaemess of fanci¬ 
ful association, to Bj)urc us to dwell upon them, 
hv agreeably affecting our sensibilities—the 
ills from the contemplation of which we turn 
with siiuddering and dusgust, as allied with all 
tliat is humiliating in our nature.

The plague prevailed in London in 1G6.5; 
and in the spring of the succeeding year, this 
dreadful scourge, supposed to have been 
brought from the metropolis in some woollen 
goods, made its appearance among)he bloom¬ 
ing hills and peaceful vales of Derbyshire. 
■The plague raged in the little town of Eyam; 
Hpd iVom the mansion of the wealthy, and tho 


From yonder cave rises the sound of prayer 
and supplication in the sublime ritual of the 
English Church. It is William Mompesson 
and the remnant of his flock. And in this cave 
he has rathered together those whom tlie nc^ 
tilence has spared, to worship the God of tlieir 
fathers, and receive the holy ordinances of the 
Christian faith. It was indeed a solemn scene 
—like a dying man expounding the word of 
life to dying men—a congregation worshiping 
within the portals of Uie grave—for who might 
be called next? Yet the eye of the preacher 
faileth not; tlie check of the preacher olanclies 
not; his voice does not treroole; it is as firm as 
when he spoke from the sacred desk in his own 
parish church; but bis cheek is thinner—there 
IS a shade of sadness upon his brow—a deep¬ 
er gravity in the tones of his always solemn 
voice—a deeper prostration of his soul before 
the Almighty Cbastener who was visiting the 
land with his presence. Solemn was the sa¬ 
cramental rite administered in this consecrated 
cave—consecrated by the lioly puqioacs to 1 
which it was now appropriated. In this assem¬ 
bly of Christians, tliere was nothing of the care¬ 
less indifference, tlio irreverent gMing, llie 
slugglish devotion, the forced attention, so of¬ 
ten conspicuous in the listless congregations 
of too many of our churches; it was no Ume or 
place to catch the gaze of admiration, to 
sport a fashionable dress, or to give and re¬ 
ceive the signs of gay if [.cheerful recognition. 
A solemnity almost awluTthrcwits shade over 
every countenance; and when the melody of 
adoration rose, it was serious, devout, with 
none of the iVmpancy and flourish of vocal dis¬ 
play: it was felt, it was sincere, it ascended 
from the heart, and was not the mere ei(crcise 
of the lips. 

William Mompesson had used his authority 
and influence to prevent the inhabitants, of 
Eyam from removing beyond a certain district, 
to prevent, if possible, the spread of the pesti¬ 
lence; and within this district, he and his failli- 
fiil Catharine had exerted themselves with al¬ 
most unexampled industry, in works of kind- 
I ness,piety, and active benevolence. The Rec¬ 
tor 0 / Eyam was their legislator; tho decider 


In the autumn, the plague began to abate; 
and as the winter approached, tlie pestilence 
departed, and the inhabitants of E^ain return* 
ed to their deserted residences. T he town be¬ 
gan to put on its former appearance; but it 
was still a melancholy place. Friondi, neigii* 
hors, relations, met, greeted each other; but 
like those who had escaped Irani a wreck, it 
was in serious, abnost sad gratulation. Each 
had his own bercavemenU, his own griefs; 
each, a talc of suffering, to bear or to relate. 
Kindly and reverentially did they look upon 
their Rector. His unshrinking fidelity to the 
cause of truth went to their hearts. When 
they thought upon his virtues, and listened to 
the story of his visits of mercy, benevolence, 
And expansive charity; when they dwelt upon 
hisperseventDceond unwearied patience in the 
mimn taf contagion fttiu ut deaih; tliey Tegaru- 
cd him as something abuve the level of weak 
and sinful humanity; and when they thought | 

of his wife-they felt a true compassion; and 

treated bis sorrows with silent respect, not w itli 
an offensive display of condolence. 

William Mompesson received bis children 
with a warm pressure, and a yearning em¬ 
brace. For them and their wcllare in life, he 
resolved not to resign himself to the gloom that 
was settling upon liis spirit. He filled bis jiul- 
pit as betore. He preached, and fervently. 
He Btteuded to all the duties of his office with 
his wonted assiduity. But it was plain to -the 
observer, tliat the life of Wilham ftlompesson 
was waning fast. Consumption had taken hold 
upon him; and the occasional flush upon his 
check, and liis eyo of wild, unhealthy bright¬ 
ness, told that his days were numbered, and 
that his footsteps were nigh unto the tomb. 

His frequent debility, and his exhaustion after 
the discharge of the functions of his profession 
convinced him *tliat he was app^acliiiig the 
dark valley of the shadow of death. But he 
approarhed it calm, composed, completely re¬ 
signed to the will of his heavenly Father. His 
wish was, to die with his armour on, and his 
weapon in his hand, as a good champfen of 
the hiitii; that when his Master called liim, he 
migiil be found watching. His wish was grant¬ 
ed; the Rector of Eyam fainted at the altar, 
and was borne to his house by a weeping con- 
;regation. He recognized his children before 
ie died; and with his thin arm around them, 
and his lips moving in inaudible prayer, the 
spirit of William Mompesson left its tenement 
of clay, to join the spirit of his Catharine in 
the realms of perfect and eternal blits. “Sweet 
is the death of the Christian.” 

The memory of William Mompesson still 
lives; and in the fertile fields and snady walks 
of Derbyshire, when the graves of those whu 
died of the plague are [lointed out, by the hill 
aide, and in the solitary vale, tradition will 
long continue to tell of the cavern of devotion, 
and of the pious pliilaiilhropy of the Rector of 
Eyam.

A Lesson of Good Planners. —^'Tlic regulations 
of tlic stcaiubo-ats on the Mississippi forbid geii- 
tlemen from entering tlic Ladies' cabin.

Utica, (N. Y.) June 30, 1930. 

Di.ar Sir :—Since receiving your letter my 
cnga);caicata have been such as until the pre¬ 
sent rnoment nut to afl'ord leisure to reply to 
your inquiries. For various reasons, which al¬ 
ready, on forincroccasions, have been present¬ 
ed t'l the consideration of the public, it is desi¬ 
rable that our red brothers should consent to 
loQVe their present homes within the states, 
and retire beyond the Mississippi; it is consi¬ 
dered an important matter and mainly condu¬ 
cive to their future happiness as a people. Tlic 
Preai’lent, to he sure, is desirous for tliera to 
reoMM, bet in seeking to attaiiiUiis object, he 
ha> cat MUght to oppress tliem.—^Reason, not 
coinytUion, is the means he would employ. If 
a Abire to harass, and ultimately to destroy, 
wwilie governing motive, the argument to be 
addtied to tlicoi would be, not to remove, but 
to iwnain where they are. The President has 
noibeen nor will he be influenced by any wrong 
considerations. His fears are that strife, diffi¬ 
culty and dangers may be consequent upon a 
disposition on their part to remain where they 
ate and these he has an anxious desire to avert, 
if wilhin his power, through the exercise of 
any icKitimatc means. 1 

President to speak to 
the Indians with the utmost frankness -and kind¬ 
ness, nothing disguising and notliingin the least 
extenuating. It is high time they were arous¬ 
ed to a sense of theii actual and true condition; 
and for them to be informed (hat thc-opinion 
entertained hy (he executive is, that by adopt¬ 
ing the one course, advantages to them ok 
presented, dangers by tiic other, and that it is 
not iu his power to interfere willi the exercise 
of tlie sovereign autliority of a slate, to prevent 
llie extension of (heir laws within their ow-n 
territorial limits. But while tlie President de¬ 
sires their removal from a confideut belief that 
thereby their best interests will be served, he 
will do no act, the tendency of which may be 
to compel them to a removal. They ought to 
know, they do know, (hat towards them he 
can entertain no feeling of unkindness; and un¬ 
der no circumstances would be induced to 
practice injustice towards them. For years 
past lie has seen them the friend of the white 
people, and gallantly in bailie contending by 
their side. 'I'hcso things the President knows 
and appreciiitcs, and to the extent, that the 
power placed within his control will permit, 
will his desire be to protect, not injure. If 
be had ever been capable of feeling an impulse 
of ambitious desire upon this or anv other sub¬ 
ject, a|)art from what justice could ssnetion, 
that feeling had passed away. Much as he has 
toiled and done for hiscountry,and favorably as 
ithasapprci'iatcd his acts, he entertains a con¬ 
sciousness th-at his countrymen, no more than 
himself, would require of liimany course which 
could carry with it a seeming injustice towards 
our brothers of tlie forest. If not identical!)? 
the same people, they arc at least under simi¬ 
lar influences of feelings. Every American 
would desirejo preserve, net to oppress them. 
They will never he driven from their homes.— 
Those who urge tlie probability of such a course 
can be actuated only by one molivo—a desire 
to impose on the credulity of those who have 
not taken tlie lime and trouble to examine the 
grounds which uniformly oo this subject have 
uMn presented and maintained. 

The questions involved in this controversy 
arc 10 few and plain that it is matter of surprUe 
how any one can permit himself to be deceiv¬ 
ed.—Again and again may it be asserted, tliat 
there is no disposition entertuned by the g(^ 
vemment (0 compel those people from their 
hoines; while on the other hand, no design is 
had to interfere with (lie rights of the states. 
The President possesses no such power, as ho 
repeatedly avowed; and hence, can oppose no 
act of a state, where tlie oonstitution does not 
concede to him an authority to do so. Can 
ho say to Georgia you shall not consider an In- 
ilinn a citizen and answerable to her civil and 
criminal jurisdiction':* Equally, then may he 
dei^- to her a right to regulate any other por¬ 
tion of her inimhitants, without regard to their 
complexion and color. Begin tlie argument, 
and the conclusion may bo just what ingenui¬ 
ty may render it. Abstract and [lolitical rights 
are of very different character and import. 
When wc apeak of tho right of our Indian 
Irihes to remain in undisputed possession of 
Uieir soil and country, because th?:y were the 
primitive owners, anotlier material inquiry ari¬ 
ses, who shall ho considered competent and 
capable to dclermino Hie certainty of this? 
Will it be urged our government has autlior- 
ity to decide, that the doctrine of descents in 
the states is wrong, and should be changed— 
that real estate shall be answerable tu the 
claims and judgments of creditors, or that chil¬ 
dren must inherit in spite of tho will and wish¬ 
es of the nnccstors? All these things, in point 
of abstraut right, may appear just and proper; 


our interests. 

But why should we indulge an excess of feel¬ 
ing for our Indians? Docs oppression follow 
in the wake of tlie suggested policy? Are tliey 
to bo driven from their homes, and ao resting 
place afforded? Fur from it. Reason and tlieir 
own interests are the considerations urged, and 
nothing more. They obtain a larger extent of 
territory than they leave—of milder, better cli¬ 
mate—and of equal, if not su[M'rior soil. Ag¬ 
ricultural advantages are bettor presented; 
w-hile such as cannot be drawn at once from 
the wandering hunter's life, will have hefure 
them a region abounding in game. The occu¬

I fear that 1 hayo proceeded farther in de¬ 
tail, than was necessary, looking to the infor¬ 
mation which you already [lossess in reference 
to this important subject; my object and pur¬ 
pose however were to show you conclusively, 
what were the views entertained, and how 
much the course and policy uf the President, 
by many have been misconceived. In great 
sincerity, I can hazard tho assertion, that his 
feelings towards tlie Indians are kind and lib- 
eyal; and that at no time, and on no occasion 
will be found practising any policy towards 
them, at which the most rigid philanthropist 
shall revolt. 

One word at to your last inquiry. Tho an¬ 
nuities which are payable to Uie Indians, have 
heretofore been paid to tho chiefs, of districts, 
or clans, by them to be apportioned amongst 
the heads of families witliin their jurisdiction. 
Complaints have been made, and recently 
that mode has been changed. An order from 
the War Department requires tlie different 
agents to pay tu tlio severa) heads of families, 
eacii his ratable portion of the annuity. Impo¬ 
sitions may be thus prevented, or at any rate 
complaints avoided.

REMAINS OF ANTIQUITY. 

The FoitU Rocks, familiarly so called, is 
where the Potomac River breaks through Ca- 
toctin Mountain, and huge rocks, jutting over 
the edge of the river, are rudely piled on one 
another for several hundred feet, presenting a 
prqs|>ect of rude and wild sublimity.—This 
(Kiint has recently acquired notoriety from the 
circumstance of the two great thoroughfares 
(canal and rail roadj uniting at its base. Nor 
could it hate been a place of less distinction 
when the led man reigned sovereign of the 
inuuntain and the glen. I have been frequent¬ 
ly led to the spot while chasing 'sly Reynard’ 
‘with hound .ind horn,’ who would ever and 
anon make the Point, when 'nearly dune over,' 
to tiud a secure ambuscade, or to shelter in 
some bidden cavern Whilst on tliese excur¬ 
sions, I have frequently looked with a curious 
rye on the rude uionA 'enta of stone, erected 
at a few hundred ya*« ,Nirt, and completely 
on the ridge and bigliest projections of the 
mountain. They all rise like a cone, and, from 
their hidden and rude situations, evidently be¬ 
speak that they were the work of wild hands, 
and in “times whereof the memory of man 
runneth nut to the contrary.’’ The old legen¬ 
daries of the neighborhood have a tradition 
that, at the foot of the mountain, the Canawa 
tribe of aborigines once had a village, and in¬ 
deed there is a spring not far off which yet 
bears tlieir name. But the birth place of Ho¬ 
mer cannot be more ambiguous than by whom 
these mounds were erected—nor can the time 
when, or by whom, the pyramids of Egypt were 
erected, be leR more uncertain and perplexing 
(ban the circumstances attending these rude 
remains of antiquity. No doubt tlie same 
ambition of fame warmed the Indian breast 
which hnsd the proud bosom of a Ptolemy— 
i'nd if the latter erected monumeuts which 
strike the mind with more stupendous gran- 
re rude and IF

The Bltte-Laws or Connecticut. —The 
following is a transcript of the primitive judi- 
rinl code, which existed in the state of Con¬ 
necticut, during the time of (he first settlers, 
and their immediate descendants, cummouly 
called “ Ths liUte-Laus if Coniieetieut." 

1. The Governorand Magistrates, convened 
i. General Assembly, are tlie supreme power, 
under GoD,of tliis independent dominion. 

2. From the detenninutiun of Uie Assembly 
no apMal shall be made. 

3. The Governor is amenable to the voice 
of the people. 

4. The Governor shall have only a single 
vote in determining any question,except a cast¬ 
ing vote when the Assembly may be equally 
divided. 

5. The Assembly of the people shall not be 
dismissed by the Governor, but shall dismiss 
itself.

' ed to give a vote for the election of magis¬ 
trates or any officer. 

13. No food or lodging shall bo afforded to 
a qtiaker, Adamite, or other heretic. 

14. If any person turns quaker, he shall be 
banished, unu not suffered to return on pain 
of Death. 

15. No priest shall abide in this dominion. 
He shall be banished, and suffer Death on his 
return. Priests may be seized by any one, 
without a warrant. 

16. No one shall cross a river but with'an 
authorized ferryman. 

17. No one shall run of a Sabhath day, or

Monthly Magiuiiie for July. —Willis has fur¬ 
nished us with soDkc pleasant reading this 
month. There is sumetliing quite refreshing 
in the article on trees. It straightway carried 
us into “the darkling wood, amid the cool and 
fUeiice." Wc enjoy a delicious dream of tlie 
rustling leaf, and the luxurious turf, and the 
babbling rivulet, sparkling and eddying forev¬ 
er in its stuney channel. Wc long to kneel 
down and taste the cold current, where it dash¬ 
es its foam over the rock, or where it rests, al' 
most motionless iu repose under the shadoiv of 
the trees. 

The writer remarks that there is a fine phi¬ 
losophy in trees; they have many a tongue to 
speak it forth audibly and impressively. It is 
a philosophy which tells of what has been, and 
sketches the scenes of otileii time in beautiful 
and pokverful colors; each leaf has a story, 
each trunk is a monument of the past. The 
music, which murmurs from every Viugfa, is a 
voice that celebrates the glory, or bewails the 
departure of by-gone days; and the circles 
which mark its age, at the heart of the trunk, 
are but so many lessuiis of life, to teach its fleet- 
ness, and to record its instability. And there 
is a sober and religious sanctity in meditating 
upon green woods. They are full of instruc¬ 
tion, and furnish delightful topics fur reflec- 
tiuu, and consolitory guides tocalm,and peace¬ 
ful, and soothing thoughts, when we would 
Ckiromunc with ourselves, and be still.

of Dollars—§49,000,000; as forty-eight months! 
is t^ee time* Hxtecn months—hut he only paid 
off and reduced the principal of (hr dcbtTwcii- 
^ Pive Millions Three. Hundred and Forty 
Ei|!ht Thousand Four Hundred and Thirty- 
Su'OoUsre and Eiclity-Tivo Cents—$-25,348,- 
49f 82-100, being Five Hundred and Twcnly- 
eigut Thousand and Ninety-liro dollars and 
Fiyv-three cents pcrmontli—$529,092 -l^lOO, 
or‘about one half as much per month as'-i^ne- 
rat Jackson has paid off. 

In the same short period Gen. Jackson has

RUSTICUS. 

Catoctin volley, July 25, 1830. 

Charles Carroll is the only one of the signers 
of the DeclaraUon oflndependence, who sur¬ 
vives to tlie present time. James Madison, the 
only one of Uie Convention in 1787, which form¬ 
ed the Federal Constitution. Paino wingale, 
the only one of the first Senators of the United 
States, when the federal government was organ¬ 
ized at New-York, April 1789—and Egoert 
Denson, and Mr Madison, the only two Repre¬ 
sentatives in the first Congre.ss, at the same m- 
riod, who are living. Mr. Madison was also 
a member of tho old Congress, in 1781. 


We suppose that some such laws as the fore¬ 
going were in force when the following anec¬ 
dote occurred:—

In the year 1750, a enmmanderof one ofliis 
majesty's ships of war bring stationed at Bos¬ 
ton, had orders to cruise from time to time, in 
order to protect our trade, anil distress the ene 
my. It happened unluckily, that he returned 
from one of his cruises on a Sunday; and as he 
had tell his lady at Boston, the moment she 
heard of (he ship’s arrival, she hastened down 
to the water's siile to receive him. The cap¬ 
tain on landing, embraced her with tenderness 
and affection; this, as there were several spec¬ 
tators by, gave great offence, and was cons'i- 
dcred as an act of indecency, and a flagrant 
profanation of the Sabbath. The next day, 
therefore, he was summoned before the magis¬ 
trates; who, with many severe rebukes, and 
pious exhortations, onlered him to be publicly 
whipped. The captain .stifled his indignation 
and resentment as much as possible; and, ns 
tho punishment, from the frequency of it,_ was 
not attended with any great degree of igno- 
my or disgrace, be mixed with the best compa¬ 
ny, was well received by them, and they were 
apparently goods friends.

roads_Every state has made its state roads, 

and the National funds have been confined to 
national objects.

In the course of Friday evening before 9 
o'clock, the physicians intimated to their roy¬ 
al patient their inability to give him further re¬ 
lief, and their opinion tliat his last moments 
were rapidly approaching. To this conimu- 
nieation his Majesty replied, “God’s will be 
done!" and in a few moments after, he asked, 
"Where is Chichester?” The Bishop of Chi 
Chester was instantly summoned to the roy¬ 
al chamber, and at his hands the dying sove¬ 
reign received the Sacrament. During Uie ad¬ 
ministration of Oiis rite, his Majesty was much 
less troubled by the cough than he had been 
previously, and atlerwards it gradually sub¬ 
sided, and towards midnight he sunk mto a 
state of apparently quiet rtpotc, until about 
3 o'clock, when he became rather restless, 
and feebly expressed a wikb to have bis bead 
placed in a more elevated'position ■_ Previ- 
oua to thia all tlie attendants had retired, ex 
cent Sir Matthew Tierney and Sir Wallben 
Waller; and they instantly attempted tdWord 
his Majesty the relief he had requested; but 
they had scarcely commenced the attempt when 
his Majesty suddenly.motioned them to desist, 
and placing both his hands upon bis breast, he 
ejivculated, “Oh! this is not right!—this is 
death!—Oh, God!—/ nm dying!”—These were 
the last, and the only distinct words be uttered 
after having received llie Holy Sacrament; and 
from this time lli^ dissolution came on so qui- 
clly and so gradually liiat the pliysicians had 
some diniciilty'in nsrcrtainiiig precisely at what 
moment he ceaseJ to exist. 

The body was opened on Sunday by Sir 
Astley Couper, in tlic presence of the alleiiJ- 
iog physicians and several other distinguislied 
professional gentleman; and the disease found 
lU'have been rightly apprehended by the medi- 
I cal attendants of His Majesty. Tlic heart was 
conridcralily enlarged and adhnred tu tlic neigh - 
boring parts—some of the valves were ossitied, 
and aome water remained in the chest 
The fununal, it is stated, will not take place 
before the iUlh or Idth of July. 

The Duke of Clarence was formally pro¬ 
claimed King on Rie aAemoou of the :36tii, by 
title of WiLUiM Tuc Foobtii. On the 
99th the new king sent the following message 
to Pariiament.

Tlio Members of the Royal Family, viz: the 
Duke of Ciinilicrland.tlic Duke of Sussex, the 
Duke of Gloucester, and Prince I .eopold. knelt 
before the King and took the oath ol allegiance. 
Their Royal Highnesses then rose, and were 
sworn in Members of liis Majesty’s Privy Coun¬ 
cil. The Archbi^llop of Cantcrlmry. the Lord 
Chancellor, and the Archbishop of iork went 
through the same ceremony ; the other uicm- 
bers of his late Majesty’s Privy Council sever¬ 
ally knelt before the King, took the oath of 
allegiance, and then rose, and were rc-s\vorn 
members of the. Privy Council. 

The Lord Chancellor administered to the 
King three oatlis, the first to govern this king¬ 
dom according to its laws and cusluiiis; the 
King then took the oath for the security ol the 
Church ofScotland.andsubscribed two instru¬ 
ments, which were witnessed by some ot the 
Privy Councillors. 

His Majesty, in Council, then ordered the 
two stamps, the one tonlaining George U. 
and the other the initials G. R. which had 
been under the authority of an act of Parlia¬ 
ment, applied to official papers, as the King's 
signature, to be destroyeil; they were accord- 
inglv broken in llie presence. 

riis Majesty in Council was pleased to order 
tliat the coinage should continue in the same 
state unto further orders. 

Tlie Privy Council gave orders forproclaim- 
ing his present Majesty, with the. usual cere¬ 
monies, and at tlie aecustumed places. King 
of these Realms, hy the style and title of King 
William the Fourtli. The ceremony to take 
place on Monday. 

The King gave an audience to the Duke of 
Wellington, when his Grace kissed hands, _aa 
First Lord of Sie Treasury. Tho other Min¬ 
isters and Olfierrs, and also the Members of 
the lute King's Household, who attended the 
Court, kissed hands, on their re-appointment 
to office.

In 1822 sho died from some other 
disease when an opportunity was afforded of 
examining the part* which were afterwards 
sent to London, and might have remaLncd un 
used for an indefinite [leriod in the city, had 
not Dr. Stevens happened to be in town, and 
to have his attention called to the subject by 
observing that Mr. Lawrence in his lectures, 
[sec Gazette No. t28,i still doubted the possi¬ 
bility of tying the Internal Iliac and alluded 
only to one case in which llie opention was 
said tn have been performed. This induced 
Dr. Stevens to have the preparation sent im¬ 
mediately to the Royal College of Surgeons, 
where a minute examination of it was made in 
the presence of Mr. Lawrence, who ue under¬ 
stand expressed himself as perfectly satisfied. 
The preparation, though it has been eight 
years in spirits, still exhibits the Internal Iliac 
converted into an inipervioas end where the 
ligature was applied, and shows very distinct¬ 
ly the rcireiins uf the ancurismsl swelling in 
the Iscliiatic .\rtery."

PRESEHV.VTION OF MANURES. 

As manures are of such indispensable neces¬ 
sity to the farmer, and dung is in cenenil su 
inipurtsut a maiiiiro, every possible method 
should be taken, not only to prevent it from be¬ 
ing w asted, but also to improve it both in qual¬ 
ity and ill quantity. In no way are manures 
iiiure, wasted, than by too great exposure to 
the siiii, air, and rains; hence viiriuiis expedi¬ 
ents have i.een resorted to, in order to prevent 
this loss. Such, for instance, art (he mixing 
of dry curih, or other absorbent substances, 
whieli ccitaiiily will, in a great measure, pre¬ 
vent Ihii inconvenience; Ihc erection of slight 
sheds over dung-liiMps wiih the same inten¬ 
tion; the covering of these heaps with turf 
soiLi (the grassy side being I'otjnwardi.) when 
l!m d.ing !s 'n be kept till it be old; are by no 
nic:aii5 liad practices, as the turfs v.ill, in tlie 
couisic oflime, be converted into excellent ma¬

The farm .yard is doubtless the most proper 
and eotivetiieiit place lor forming dung-ateads, 
or dung inters, as Uie repositories for tbit use¬ 
ful arilclo are variously’ termed. For middle- 
sized f.ii’ins one will soitice: for larger farms 
two o.' move will l.e necessary, for the proper 
man'igeim :n of d'lii'g. According to the tuu- 
al prurm-e. a pit is dug suflieiently deep to 
hold the soil ivliicb the farm may require; and 
into this arc Uiro'.vn waste fodder, fern, straw, 
leaves, eoarso grasses, thistles, rushes, flags, 
nnd similar aquatic plants; litter, scrapings of 
the yard after the rain, sweepings of the kitch¬ 
en, bones, ashes, shells, woollen rags, weeds, 
ike. which lin there ami rot, until they arc 
wanted for use. It has, however, been sug¬ 
gested by the late Dr. Darwin, to dispose the 
licai) of ilung on a gcntly-r'i-sing eminence, 
with a basin beneath, fur collecting the siqicr- 
fliioiis water that iiiuy uozo from the heap. 
We would add, (hat if a ihadv spot cannot he 
obtained for this poqiosr, a slight shed should 
be thrown over the dung stend, to prevent loo 
much exjiosurc tu the sun, air, and rain; and 
tliat gutters should be so eontrivvd, that all 
the waste water and urine of the yard, oil dregs, 
groasy water, bloody water in whieli meat or 
lish has been washed, old useless brine, the 
suds and waste water of die farm-bousc—in 
short, every pouihle kind of liquor Uiut may 
be useful—may flow through (hem into the re¬ 
servoir, or basin, and he preserved. Dr. D. 
further slates (in liii "Phytoiogia,'') that aome 
earth, weeds, siw-dust, or oUicr vegetable or 
animal excrement, should be thrown into such 
reservoir; which will, in consequence, pro¬ 
mote the rermentation and putrefaction of the 
Biihstane.es (herein contained,at (he same time 
dial the draining from the dung-heap will nut 
bj di<r<ipatcd. 

The neecs.sary depots for manure being thus 
prepared, it wiji only remain for the f.trmer 
to avail himself of every jHissiMe matter, both 
of the vegetable and animal kingdom, for in¬ 
creasing iiml improving its qn.antity and qual¬ 
ity. In nddltion to the various articles enu- 
mernted in the preceding paragraphs, wc 
would observe, llrat bi'rore the wiiilrr or fod¬ 
dering -season commences, the surfiiue ofthe 
c.ittle-yiiisl may be raised hy snreading there- 
on dry “vanip mud, iiond-uiud, Uic dry scra¬ 
pings of roads or diluhes, and similar niiittors 
that Civil be procured, (In tins otraluiii may 
be spread a liulc I'unc, for die more speedily 


sbee): 

“For," says he, “this is the only method 
which the lo.ss of nearly all their urine Bpsl 
dung, that unavoidably occurs under other 
systems of management, can l-e prevented; 
as there is a great waste, jicrhaps of half (in¬ 
cluding dung nnd urine.) in (he stable.s, cow¬ 
sheds, fuld-yanls, and dung liills, even under 
die best miinagenient. Under ordinary man¬ 
agement three p.vrt.v of this trnnure ’are lost; 
but in Ihc soiling of lares, turnips, cole, clover, 
Src. in the fields, there is no loss; the wholl is 
immediately applied, without the cos) 
riage, to the eiir'icbing of the so'd.”—It la <nM-j 
ous, however, that much of the amefiorating 
pronerties of these manures, must necessarily 
lie lost by evaporatinn, and othenvise be ma¬ 
terially diminished; so that although (as in the 
county of Norfolk) the soiling of sheep with 
turnips may be carried on vvitli great n-'caii 
tage on light lands; jet,upoirthc fullrs. view 
we can give llie subject, vve are decidedly eun- 
vinced that, under proper management, suill- 
fuediiig in the summer with green, and in win¬ 
ter with dry food, is the most effectual mode of 
obtaining the largest possible quantity of ani¬ 
mal inaiiure. 

In a former part of this chapter (p. 360,1 the 
eiVcct of human ordure, as a manure, haslieen 
stated; and as, nrrording to the present meth¬ 
od of managing it, much valuaulu ferlilixing 
matter is inevitably lost, it has been suggested 
(“Communications to (ho Board of Agricul¬ 
ture," vol. i.) to form reservoirs, or pits; with 
floors of clay, or other material, im|)crvious to 
liquid matter, as nearly as possible to the dimg- 
hcaps, and to connect such reservoirs to the 
privie} by means of proper drains, furnishing 
them with covers, for (he purpose of throwing 
in occcasionally lime, peat, vegetable recre¬ 
ments, and other substances, that might be re¬ 
moved thence when (hev should be thorough¬ 
ly impregnated and reduced to putrefaction, 
and bo mixed with (he common dung-heaps 
In large towns and cities, where immense 
quantities of Ibis kind of manure are annially 
produced, it is recommended to constructsuch 
reservoirs or basins with similar floors amt 
drains, but upon a larger scale, so that (heir 
.contents may be removed aa often as necessa- 
during tho night. Or, where largo rivers

temper. Of those abroad 1 know nothing, and 
in the absence of evidence will not condemn. 

But far the most important point to be con¬ 
sidered, arc bis views of the policy 8t construc¬ 
tion of the constitution of hit country. 'I'lii.* 
question I have ever regarded at one of the 
greatest importance. The force nnd weight 
of authority which the President can always 
give to luiy construction of that instrument 
which he may please to adopt, is of so much 
importance, that 1 never will give my vote for 
any man, whose opinions are vaguwand uiitet- 
ded, or whose policy is of that wild and vision - 
ary character, which is suited rather, tp the 
speculative imagination of a theorist, than to 
tne practical wisdom of the sage. 

I read with tome pleasure his inaugural ad¬ 
dress; but as promises are easily made, thought 
it best to wait the issue, before I made up an 
opinion. His message at the opening of Con¬ 
gress is one of great dignity and clearness and 
plain good sense. He there brings all the af¬ 
fairs of (^remraent down to the rules of com¬ 
mon life. He recommends among other things 
the continuance of the policy adopted for the 
payment of the national debt, a reduction of 
the taxes on articles of necessity, and goes on 
to say that 

“After the extinction of the public debt it is 
not probable that any adjustment of the tariff, 
upon princi|iles satisfactory to the People of 
the Union, will, wtil a remote period, if ever, 
leave the Government without a considerable 
surplus'm the Treasury, bevond what may be 
required for its current serrioc. As, then, the 
period approaches when the application of the 
revenue to (he payment of dent will cease, the 
disporition of the surplus will present a sub¬ 
ject for die serious deliberation of Congress; 
uiid it may be fortunate for (lie country that it 
is yet to be decided. Considered in connexion 
with (ho dilliculties which have heretofore at¬ 
tended appropriations for purposes of internal 
improvemetit, and with those which diis expe¬ 
rience tells us will certainly arise, whenever 
power over such subjects may be exercised by 
the General Goveriiment, it is lio/ied (hat it 
may lead to the adoption of some plan which 
will reconcile the diversified interests ol' die 
States, and strengthen the bonds which unite 
them. Every member of (be Union, in peace 
and in war, will be.^Milted by the improve¬ 
ment of inlau^jiili|p<aii aiilWcoiutruction 
of higbw^ in the wTenl ^tei.

flow through cities or towns, 8m:. reservoirs of 
diis description might be formed on their banks, 
and the ortlnre be thence conveyed in eov- 
ered boats or barges; or this manure might 
proliably he conducted, through Ihe medium of 
sluices, from the extremities of the common 
sewers into such barges, and be easily trans¬ 
ported to distant places. And, as the system 
of canal navigation is now brought to so high 
a degree of perfection, the exiiense of carriage 
will be trifling indeed. 

Dung-stead* may be tended, and (he respec¬ 
tive manure augmented at different times, 
when DO other business of greater moment 
stands in the way; and to prevent the heaps 
from being too much tom or spread about by 
Ihe acratching of poultry, or by swine, (hey 
should be surrounded by pens, made of broad 
deals. In iret .seasons it will bn advisable to 
throw a slight shed over the dung-steads; and, 
as the heaps will not ferment so expeditiously 
as could be wished, it may be useful to turn 
them over once or twice in the roiirse of the 
summer thus (hey will become mure (horough- 
ly mixed and mellowed, nnd rendered sooner 
lit for use, while tho seeds of weeds therein 
contained, will vegetate and be destroyed. 

The following method of making dung hilts, 
as practised in Middlesex, wo give from Mr. 
Middleton’s interesting AgriciilturnI Survey of 
(hat country; and, from its judicious arrange¬ 
ment, it has a just claim to (he attention ofag- 
riculturalisis—In (he first place, all the scra¬ 
pings of roads, mud of ditches and |ionds, and 
die tup moiilil uf gravel-piti, are spread in the 
most convenient spots, as bottoms for dung 
hills; on these layers is carted all the dung pro 
(luced on the farm, together with Ihe whole of 
what can be obtained from Londiin, and the 
-variuiis inns on the road: to which niateriala 
are ucr.asioiully added chalk, ashes, soap-boi¬ 
lers’ waste, brirklavers’ rubhisii, ^o. In this 
stale the mass or liea)i continues till ivithiii 
one month ofthe time for manuring land; the 
whole is then tiirnud and thoroughly mixed to- 
I getlier,the larger clods being broken into small 
I pieces, uod the drier'parts being Ihrowpin the 


My Virih, without giving the least pruten- 
sion to distinction, was (hat of a gentleman, 
and cunncctcd me with several respectable, 
families and uccompished (icrsons. My educa¬ 
tion had been a goml one, although 1 was de¬ 
prived of its full benefit hy iiidilferent health, 
just at tho period when 1 ought to have been 
most sedulous in improving it.

MKDIC.AL and CHIUllGICAL 
FACULTY OF MARYLAND, at their 
annual convention held in the city of Balti¬ 
more, on the 7th and Sth June, 1830, passed 
Ihc following resolution, viz; 

“licfolved. That a committee of seven be 
appointed to award a premium of one hundred 
dollars for such essay us they or a majority of 
them shall consider worthy thereof. The sub¬ 
ject of such essay to be selected by said com¬ 
mittee.’’ 

Ill conformity with the benevolent intentions 
of the Faculty expressed in the. ufiircsaid reso- 
liilion the committee offer a premium of 3100 
fur an essay upon the nature and sources of 
the Malaria or noxious Miasma, from which 
originate the family of diseases usually known 
by the denomination of bilious diseases; tugc 
ther with the best means of preventing the 
formation of Malaria, removing the sources, 
and obviating their effects upon the human 
constitution when the cause cannot be remov¬ 
ed.
